All Prices for Bridge, Paving 
and Refunding Bonds 
Are Over 98 

No More Bonds to Be Sold in 
U. S.; Refuse to Gamble 
on Excha nge 

Victoria city bonds «old for 
more than $98 per $100 last night 
when the City Council accepted 
tenders on loans totaling $1,575.- 
KX). The price received for the 
last city loan was $97.33. 

Burdick Brothers, Ltd., were 
successful in their bids on two 
loans—$90,000 for completing 
the Johnson Street bridge and 

885.000 for paving Johnson Street 
from the bridge westward. Their bid 
was 98.318 for the $55,000 loan and 
98.116 for the 890.000 loan. 

A. E. Ames A Company, Wood. 
Gundy A Company and the Dominion 
Securities Corporation bid 95.73 on a 
31.400,000 loan to cover local Im¬ 
provement sinking fund shortage*. 
This money, it was explained. would 
be paid to the city In American 
funds and. at the present rule of 
American exchange, the tender would 
actually net the city 98.01. 

The Council last nlqht definitely 
abandoned the policy of floating loans 
In the United States. Beforo accept¬ 
ing bids It passed a resolution In fa- 
vor-ofi repayment of Inisrcat and, ocln- 
clpal of all loans In Canada or Great 
Britain. Alternate bids on the baals 
of repayment In England and Can¬ 
ada and of repayment In the United 
States hod been eubmltted by the 
tendering bond companies. 

City Leat Money 

The Council's decision anlnfit the 
flotation of further loans In the 
United States was the outcome of the 
city's recent difficulties In connection 
with tbs repayment of Interest and 
principal on bonds floated In Canada 
and England. After these bonds had 
been floated city officials promised to 
meet Interest and principal payments 
In American funds. At this time the 
Canadian dollar was worth 100 cents 
in New York. Then when the Cana¬ 
dian dollar dropped a few years ago 
the city lost considerable money, as it 
was forced to make these Interest 
payments In relatively high Ameri¬ 
can money. 

Thla the Council decided last night, 
was a lesson for the future and a 
warning against further American 
flotatlona All members but Alder¬ 
man E. 8. Woodward held that the 
city should not take any chances on 
the Canadian dollar being at par 
when the time for interest and prin¬ 
cipal payments comes due. 

When bond bids came up for con¬ 
sideration Alderman Andros urged 
the Council not to seU Its bonds in 
New York and so risk the necessity 
of paying a high premium In Interest 
on account of international exchange. 
Ha pointed out that tha city had loet 
large sums of money by being forced 
to pay Interest on bonds In Ameri¬ 
can money. This should be a lesson, 
he said. i 

"If we sell our bonds in Canada or 
Great Britain we know what we shall 
have to repay," he said. 

"You are going on the aaaumption 
that Canadian and British currency 
will always be at a discount In the 
United States.*’ Alderman Woodward 
replied. "I have more faith In my 
country than that. It’a a gamble 
either way." 

Alderman David Leemlng, chair¬ 
man of the finance committee, warned 
against gambling on International 
exchange rates The city, he said, 
should take no chances In this way.

Unwise War on England. 

Then the French Government did 
an unwise thing. It had been exas¬ 
perated by the expulsion of Its rep¬ 
resentative from England upon the 
execution of Louts, and it declared 
war against England. It was an un¬ 
wise thing to do. because the revolu¬ 
tion which had given France a new 
enthusiastic infantry and a brilliant 
artillery, released from Its aristo¬ 
cratic officers and many cramping 
traditions, had destroyed the disci¬ 
pline of Us navy, and the English 
were supreme upon the sea. And 
this provocation united all England 
against France, whereas there had 
been at first a very considerable lib¬ 
eral movement In Great Britain in 
sympathy with the revolution. 

Of the fight that France made in 
the next few years against a Euro¬ 
pean coalition we cannot tell In any 
detail. She drove the Austrians for 
ever out of Belgium and made' Hol¬ 
land a republic. The Dutch fleet, 
froxen in the Texel. surrendered to a
